The sole of the | 
udder in a cow, especially a young cow, 
should be level and the teats evenly 
placed and conveniently long to be 
milked, The udder should be covered 
with fine soft hair, should be springy, | 
and the veins should be prominent. 


Milk Veins and Milk Wells. 

' The milk velns coming from the ud- 
der and running forward under the 
body should be large, tortuous and ex- 
tending well toward the front before 
entering the body through what are 
called the milk wells. Sometimes these 
openings {in the abdominal wall are 
small and press the veins, swelling 
them and making them appear larger 
than they really are. In buying a cow 
not milking {it is well to feel the size 
of the milk wells, and they will be 
some indication of the size and length 
of the milk veins, 

Afier the cow is milked out the ud- 
der should hang like a bag of skin, 
soft and pliable. Occasionally we see 
a cow with a beautiful udder, After 
being milked she still has ber beautiful 
udder, but bas added little to the milk 
pail. This is known as a fleshy udder 
und often deceives a buyer. 

The escutcheon, or milk mirror, is 
considered by some dalrymen as an | 
important Indication of a cow’s value 
as a miliker, The escutcheon is that 
portion of the hind quariers at the back 
and top of the udder where the hair 
points upward instead of downward. 
It is taken as a good sign when the 
space covered with such bair is large 
and when there are several “cores” or 
“whirlpools” where the hair gathers 
toward a center, 

Some judges Hke the terminal ta!| 
bone to reach the hock. The tail is but 
a continuation of the backbone—the 
larger and more loosely jointed the 
vertebrae the longer the tail. It should 
taper toward the point and end in a 
nice, full switch, 


Summing up the qualities of a good 
cow, we should say first look for con- 
stitution, It is anything but pleasant 
to think of using milk which has come 
from a sickly, diseased animal, Don't 
you tbink with me there is a strong! 
relationship between the vitality of the 
cow and the vitality of the mk she 
gives? First, then, let us emphasize 
the necessity of having a healthy cow 
as indicated by a readiness for her, 
food, a full, bright eye, soft, pliable 
bair and skin; steady, even breathing 
and good heart and lung capacity. 
Then we want good milking qualities, 
fas suggested by a strong nervous sys- 
tem, large middle piece and splendid 
udder, She should have a quiet, con- 
tented disposition, submit quietly to 
being bandled and should be an easy 
milker, 

A cow should !ncrease {in her milk 
flow during the first few lactation pe- 
riods, and frequently there is a slight | 
increase in the percentage of fat as 
she reaches maturity. 

She may be sald to be at her best 
from her fifth to her eighth year, and 
many do splendid work for many years 
after that age. 

A cow should make from $30 to $60 | 
a year profit, A very good one may

Now that artificial towers made of 
tibbon are 80 much In vogue many 
women will find it not only pleasant, 
but also profitable work to make them 
for sale. Roses, daisies and morning 
glories are easily made and are pretty 


| for milivery purposes, bair ornaments, 
| novelties for the neck, trimming for 


evening dresses, etc, 

The large size rosebuds make benu- 
tiful batpin beads and are made by 
using five squares of soft satin ribbon 
or messaline silk three and a_ half 
Inches {In diameter. Each square ts 
formed into a petal by first bringing 
together the upper right hand and the 
lower left hand corners, then the up- 
per left hand aud the lower right band 
corners, Lastly, bring together the 
two lower corners and you have a 
complete triangle, which when gather- 
ed tightly at the bottom forms the 
petal. 

Two of the petals are placed closely 


| together, forming the center of the 


bud, and the remaining three are 
placed In a row around the center. 
Sew tightly at the bottom, then use 
green ribbon three-fourths of an Inch 


, Wide for the lower part of the bud. 


The full blown roses are made by 
having the outer row of petals made 
like loops, with the upper corners 
slightly folded fn. 

The tiny buds, which are used tn 
clusters for dress trimming and other 
purposes, are made just as a single 
petal of the larger buds; but, of course, 
smaller squares are used. Morning 
glories are made by using for each 
flower a piece of ribboii four Inches 
long and two and a half inches wide. 

First neatly join the ends, then dou- 
ble the ribbon so as to make both 
edges meet. Gather slong the joined 
edges which form the cup, and the 


centers can be made with several 
strands of yellow silk thread. No. 2 
ribbon fs used for the daisies. A loose 


knot Is tled at the top of each loop 
which forms the petals, and a small 
round button-like puff of rellow silk 
forms the centers.

Every Consideration 1s Shown to the 
Incoming Stranger. 


We hear a great deal about Can- 
ada’s efforts to get immigrants, but 
everyone seeking admission to the 

minion is not necessorily accepted. 
The Canadian is glad to welcome the 
new-comer, but he very properly 
requires that he shall be “desirable’’; 
he has no intention of making his 
broad acres a dumping ground fot 
other nations’ outeasts. 

Consequently, one of the duties of 
the immigration department is to 
examine the immigrants as they land, 
and suffer only those to proceed wha 
satisfy certain requirements, of which 
the chief are that they be healthy, 
are going on farms, into domestie 
servies, or into assured employment, 
and have a little money in their 
pocket, so that they are not likely 
through any mischance to become a 
public charge. The money qualifica 
tion is waived in the case of farm 
hands and domestics going to assured 
situations, and of certain persons 
going to join a relative, 

The examination of the shiploada) 
of immigrants as they disembark at 
Quebee is one of the most instructive 
and poignant sights in the Dominion, 
The breaking of home ties and the 
departure for a strange land will ever 
form one of the most touching themes 
for the artist, whether of the pencil 
or the pen; and only second to it in 
interest is the landing on this side, ! 


when, after the discomforts of the} 
long voyage, the little family looks! 
with widely-opened eyes on the

ATE REIL’S BREAKFAST, 


John Todd of Montreal Tells a Story 
of 1870 In the Vest. 


“The first meal I ate in the west 
Was a portion of Louis Riel’s and che 
Hudson Bay Co. official’s breakfast, 
inside Fort Garry walls, August 24, 
1870, for dinner.” The speaker was 
Private John Todd, well known in 
Montreal, and the time he spoke of 
was forty-two years ago and the con- 
ditions those that then affected that 
city, Mr. Todd belonged to tho Ist 
battalion, 60th King’s Own Royal Ri- 
fles, and his regiment was one of the 
very first to step into the domains of 
Western Canada proper. 

He later made another trip west in 
1873, but the first excursion was full 
of interest. When he found his health | 
would not bear. the inclemencies of | 
the outside weather he engaged as 
cook for the 78th W. M. P. At that 
time there was no Winnipeg. A few 
shacks existed along Portage avenue, 
and old Trinity Church was on its 
site, but that wag all there was out- 
side of the fort itself. 

It was during midsummer of 1873 
that Mr. Todd went west for the se 
cond time. He joined the Northwest 
Mounted Police in the spring of that 
yeir at Montreal, going west with 
Major Walsh of Brockville, and the 
three Steele brothers, Samuel, Rich- 
ard and Dick. The first fall he stay- 
ed im the west was very wet and he 
caught rheumatic fever. 

He tells the story of his life in the 
following words: 

“T joined the first detachment of the 
Northwest Mounted Police the latter | 
part of September, 1875. A little later | 
we left Ottawa, P.Q., for Collingwood, | 
Ont., with Major Walsh, of Brock- | 
ville, in command, en route for the | 
Red River, Manitoba. When we land- | 
ed in Collingwood we had to wait a! 
few days for a steamer to convey us 
across the lakes to Port Arthur. 

“During our short stay in Colling: | 
wood, I met with an accident caused | 
by two little boys wrestling behind 
me. One threw the other against me, 
causing me to stumble and the ruff | 
of the sleeve of my right arm caught | 
in the trigger of the weapon I was 
carrying causing it to explode. The | 
bullet entered between the thumb and 
finger of my right hand coming out 
at the wrist and entering in again | 
into the thick of the arm, and lodg- | 
ing in the elbow. Major Walsh took | 
me over to the city doctor and had 
him examine the arm. He said it 
was only a flesh wound and that it 
would not signify; I might continue 
my journey. 

“That evening the steamer mooted | 
up at the wharf and next morning we | 
got aboard of her. Shortly she loosed 
her moorings and cleared the port. 
She was heavy loaded between freight 
and passengers. The first evening on 
the boat I had to get a sling and place 
my left hand and arm into it and 
pack them in ice. We traveled over 
the big lakes and Dawson road from 
Port Arthur to old Rat Portage. Be- 
tween boating and portaging that was 
our route from there across the six- 


mile portage to the northwest angle | 


of the continuation of the old. Dawson | 
trail. 

“We passed Fort du Scheme inw, 
or rather through St. Boniface, then 
across the Red river in a scow. After | 
landing I was placed in a military 
hospital under the care of old Dr 
Todd until such times as the mounted 
police got settled and got a place fixed 
suitable for hospital at the lower} 
Fort Garry, twenty-three miles north 
of Winnipeg. After I was transferred 
I had no peace, the doctors were p: 
ing for the bullet in my arm. They 


| decided on amputation of the arm at

the shoulder, But I objected and lac | 
er got the bullet out with an appli- 


tices. 

I changed them every night and 
morning and after I took off the 
fourth poultict I had the bullet at 
the edge of the skin and I got one! 
of the boys to tie it stationary with 
a piece of cotton. When the doctor 
came in next morning, I asked him | 
if he had a lance or a sharp knife 
He just cut the skin and Mr. Bullet | 
dropped out on the floor and the little | 
villain rolled away under the bed to 
Standard. }

KILLING A COBRA. 


A Plucky Crow For Which the Bly 
Snake Had No Terrors. 

If the testimony offered by an Eng- 
lish naturalist in Ceylon be given full 
credence, then the cobra is not so 
dangerous a snake as popular reputa 
tion makes it In at least two in- 


stances, reports this uaturalist, cobras | 
were chased by large birds. In neither | 


case did the snake seem to have avy 
hypnotic power, sucb as is generally 
credited to suakes in general. 

A crow was seen fighting an In. 
truder into its nest situated at the 
very top of a tree. ‘The crow was 
Circling at elose quarters and pecking 
hard at the nest, cawing loudly all the 
time, The nest wus some forty feet 
above ground. 

Presently a snake came out of the 
best and started to descend, with the 
2row in hot pursult, pecking at the co 
bra continually, The snake took refuge 
about teu feet down ip a clump of 
dead ferns, from which it was chased 
out by the crow. It cawe from brunch 
to branch until tt reached a large bort- 
aontal limb, which stretched out about 
twenty feet. 

Here the snake was at a great dis- 
advantage, Inustucb as it could not 
turn upov the crow. The latter seem- 
ed fully to appreciate the situation, 
and its tactics were excellent. It would 
peck hurd at the spine close to the tail 
and then peck near the snake’s neck. 
At each peck pieces of the snake's 
skin were torn out, whereupon the 
cobra would tie quite motionless. Kut 
just as soon as it evinced signs of 
again attempting to escape the crow 
would recommence its attacks with 
extraordinary surety of aim. After 
fifteen minutes the cobra was dead.—

AMBERGRIS. 


The Part It Plays in the Production of 
Costly Pertumes, 

Ambergris is supposed to be a morbid 
secretion of the liver of the spermacett 
whale, found floating or washed ashore. 
it is a little tighter than water and 
might easily be tuken for a piece of the 
bark of a tree. On examination, bow- 
ever, It is found to be of a waxy na- 


| ture, streaked witb gray, yellow and 


black and emftting a peculiar aromatic 
odor. It fuses at 140 to 150 degrees F. 
and at a higher temperature gives out 
a white smoke, which condenses into a 
crystalline fatty matter. 

it ts found in all sizes, from a pound 
ap to twenty or thirty, but occasionally 
pieces weighing 100 or 200 pounds are 
found in whales. 

Ambergris has been known from an 
early period, some pharmacupoelas pre- 
scribing it for fevers and nervous com- 
plaints. It is sometimes mingled with 
the incense burned in churches and is 


also put in certain kinds of wine to im- .

Kut the great use of ambergris ts in 
the manufacture of perfumery—nvt 
that its fragrance ts either very pow- 


| erful or pleasing, but It possesses the 


peculiar property of causing other in- 
their odors, 
Making them more specific and dura 
bie. 

In this respect It bears a resemblance 
to the use of mordants in dyeing, with- 
out which the colors would fail to be 
come permanent; hence all the best 
perfumes contain ambergris, which ts 
one reason of their costiiness, and 
bence also the fact that “homemade” 
cologne, for instance, smells only of 


| alcohol.—Exchunge.

Palms and Broken Fingers Were 
Everyday incidentsThe Advent and 

| Development ot Protective Devices. 


“Can you imagine a wodern baseball 
team playing the game barehanded?* 
asked a gray baired fan while discuss 
ing diamond doings of long ago, ‘lhere 
would be plenty of business for the 
bone setters and sv man) errors ip the 
Geld that the sport would develop into 
a burlesque. Yet | can remember the 
days when ball players vever wore 
gloves and when catchers had oeither 
Masks uor mitts It required great 
Courage to face a swift pitcher and lots 
of verve to get in front of a hot 
grounder.” 

Muny of our citizens who played 
baseball more than thirty-five years 
ago will tell you that broken fingers, 
bove bruises, eplit palms and torn fin- 
ger nalls were everyday accidents and 
that a pluyer who showed the white 
feather ta booed Before gloves 
and inasks were invented catchers had 
endless troubles. The old timers whe 
dared to stund close behind (the bats 
men bad teeth knocked out and poses 
fractured by the foul Ups that could 
oot be avolded. Soon came a habit of 
Putting a piece of solid rubber in the 
Mouth made tn sucb a manner that it 
covered the lips aud provided protee 
tion for the teeth. It proved oo effi- 
Clent that all the leading catchers 
adopted it. But even then it was dan 
gerous to catch close up until James 
Tyug, the forme: Uarvard player, in- 
vented the mask, 8 cumbersome affair 
witb broad strips of flattened iron that 
covered the face, but also partially ob 
scured the backstop's vision 

Then came the catcher's gloves, one 
for eacb hand hese gloves were of 
Nght kid, with no fingers and little or 
bo padding Cutcbers who bandled 
ewift deliveries, therefore, soon found 

that the gloves did nut come up to the 
requirements, so it was a common 
thing to see backstops stufting grass 
Into the gloves to protect the palms of

Buck Kwing, Silver Flint and Char- 
ley Bennett, three of the greatest 
backstops the game ever produced, 
were among the first to adopt the mitt, 
which was a comparatively light af- 
fair, but made itt impossible to injure 
the fingers of the left bund. As the 
| manufacturers gradually increased the 
size and weight of the catchers mitt 
the mania for gloves became general. 
The tn and out freiders adupted them, 
some using the mitt until the buseball
